Whitehead for a 
newspaper man who accompanied him 
was injured, although they were 
ducked in the water. The plane was 
not seriously damaged but it was 80 
wedged in the breaking ice that a crew 
of men was unable to extricate it in 
time for a flight tonight to Fox island. 

Wings Rest on Ice. 

The wings rested on the ice and 80 
the plane did not sink. The ice began 
to break up this morning and the land- 
ing was not so solid as it was yester- 
day, when three men, after a desper- 
ate struggle with ice floes, made their 
way to the mainland from the island 
and told the story of the ten persons 
marooned there. 

Edward Horn, 23, of Suttons Bay, 
one of the men who fought their way 
to Northport, denied at Traverse City 
today that he had said nine men and a 
woman were starving to death on the 
island. 

Horn reported today at the offices 
of the Zapf Fruit and Package com- 
pany, employers of the wood cutters 
on the island. He was still hag- 
gard and worn and his eyes were 
bloodshot, but he was not so dazed 
as he was yesterday when he told 
Gilman M. Dame, former state food 
and dairy commissioner, of the plight 
of his companions. Horn said he was 
unable to remember what he told 
Dame. ' 

Brought Back Letter. 

Horn, according to Bayard C. Me- 
Alvay, superintendent of the company, 
carried with him a letter from Neils 
Ask, foreman of the wood cutters on 
the island, dated April 15. The let- 
ter, according to McAlvay, is as fol- 
lows: ’ 

“Will write you a few lines to let 
you know we are still on the island. 
Well; some of the boys are going 
across and they have their time. They 
could have worked another week. In 
regard to food, I leave it to you.

Last Week of 
Tongue Twisters! 


Mr. Seymour further Announced 
that in the light of the decision of the 
Supreme court of the United States 
handed down last Monday in the grain 
futures case it is probable that the 
petition filed today may be broadened 
io ask the annulment of all “ ficti- 
tions” sugar contracts where no de- 
liveries are intended and the issuance 
of an order prohibiting any payments 
or settlements to be made under such 


contracts. 


Civil Action Is Important. 

Today's action was taken with the 
approval of President Harding and his 
cabinet and constitutes the official ad- 
ministration program in dealing with 
the sugar situation. The President, it 
was stated, regards the suit of vast im- 
portance, involving as it does the ques- 
tion as to whether unrestricted specu- 


lation in a commodity of prime neces - 


sity can be curbed under present laws. 
The administration attack Hinges on 
the theory that speculation in the New 
Ygrk sugar market is solely responsi- 
ble for increases in prices to the con- 
sumer which. have taken place during 
the last few weeks. It is declared that 
during February and March only one- 
thousandth of 1 per cent of the num- 
ber of contracts cleared through the 
New York Coffee and Sugar exchange 
was actually consummated by deliver- 
les. 


Transactions Fictitious. 

Transactions resulting in the fixing 
of market prices, it is asserted, were 
purely fictitious and carried on for the 
purpose of unduly enhancing the price 
of both raw and refined sugar. Rach 
increase of cent per pound in the 
price ot refined sugar, it is pointed out, 
costs American consumers approxi- 
mately $2,000,000 a week. 

The government alleges that the 
speculative operations in sugar con- 
stitute an unlawful combination and 
conspiracy in restraint of interstate 
and foreign commerce.

In % far as 
careless pedestrians are Ao blame, they should be 
taught by the experience of others In 80 far as 
thoughtless children are to blame, they can be 
given some protection by parents, but an addi- 
tional safeguard could be provided by making 
lessons in safety a part of the daily curriculum 
of the schools. Thus the danger of darting into 
the street in play could be impressed upon them 


time, influence them to greater care. 

But the menace of the speeder, the reckless or 
inefficient driver, or the intoxicated driver, remains 
a matter beyond the control of any potential vic- 
tim. A stronger hand must be called upon to seize 
and punish these potential murderers. Such @ 
hand exists in the law, but is neither sufficiently 
active nor sufficiently firm. 

An example of its deficiencies is Gontained in a 
dispatch from Philadelphia, telling of the sen- 
tencing of a banker there to from six tc ten years 
in prison after he had killed three persons with 
his car while intoxicated, and then attempted to 
escape. That was murder. If he had killed three 
persens while attempting to escape after a burglary 
we would have expected to see him hanged. But in 
this case, no less heinous, he will be freed in six 
years or less. The law is lenient. Such a sentence 
does not chasten other drivers as would the news 
of a penalty of life imprisonment or hanging. 

Perhaps public opinion is not yet stirred to a 
pitch where the hanging of motorists who kill and 
flee is possible. But if such murdere continye to 
increase it must reach such a pitch. Flight in such 
cases is a confession not only of guilt but of in- 
humanity. If we are not yet ready to punish such 
murders by hanging, we can do the next best thing.

Inquiries about how to eat things 
politely, suggest to me a dozen ways 
of treating such matters, but I believe 
we can und a new and sounder point 
of view than any of the humors of 
etiquette give. 

There is a great deal to be said for 
quiet, poised, unstrenuous ways of 
eating, as a purely digestive asset, as 
well as because it is pleasanter and 
prettier.

On top 
of that Senator Epler C. Mills has an 
inspiration and may solve the entire 
boxing controversy by amending the 
present law so as to permit boxing in 
amateur form. 

In explanation of the delay in the 
second reading of his bill Representa- 
tive Lyon said he had found errors in 
it and wanted to amend it to provide 
that in case of fake fights all gate re- 
ceipts should be returned to the spec- 
tators. He does not state how it shall 
be decided that a fight is a fake— 
which means that if he inserts such 
a provision any one can yell fake after
